Assessment will not have been 

the deciding factor, 
According to the Budget 

which was brought down ten 


days ago in the Legislature, 


the Town will be assessed an 
extra 2 mills for the Educa- 
tion Foundation Programme, 
We will-now contribute 28 
mills on the equalized 
assessment instead of 26 
mills, As indicated at Mon- 
day’s Annual Ratepayers 
Meeting, your Council has no 
magic bag to pull this money 
from, and as a result it will 
have to be passed on to the 
Ratepayers, Once again ~this 
in itself DOES NOT mean 
an automatic increase intaxes 
If we are to believe what we 
hear from the Legislature 
we might expect a corres- 
ponding decrease in the Supp= 
lementary Requisition from 
our two School Boards, 
Whether this will be possible 
or not is the responsibility 
of the School Boards only, 
Of one thing you can be sure, 
and that is that neither the 
School Boards nor Council are 
particularly gleeful when in- 
creased taxes are necessary, 
and I am convinced all bodies 
will do whatever is within our 
respective powers to keep 
the taxes as low as possible 
while at the same time pro= 
viding what we believe to be 
entirely adequate facilities in

If religion is.so important 
to society, why the pressure 
to remove it from our 
schools? The most important 
cause is undoubtedly the fact 
that we livein apost Christian 
society, Educators, teachers 
and trustees, are reflecting 
the public’s lack of Christian 
conviction when they fail to 
press for better religious 
teaching, Some, to their credit 
having clear convictions, 
militantly oppose the teaching 
of what they consider to be an 
outdated superstition, A 
second factor, among Protes= 
tants at least, is the inability 
of these churches to agree 
among themselves, Even 
more important is the ine 
creasing concern of leading 
church educators at the 
superficiality of present pat= 
terns of religious instruction 
Catholic instruction is thor- 
ough but often ineffective, 
Protestant use of the Bible 
and the Lord’s Prayer is 
recognized to be an effective 
innoculation against real 
religion,. 


A new approach is long 
overdue, Long term, only de-= 
partments of religion at the 
university level can provide 
the objective training tea- 
chers need to handle the sub 
ject effectively, The need for 
churches to produce asimple, 
vital ecumenical interpreta- 
tion of the Christian Faith for 
use in all our schools is 
obvious, Right now we should 
be using specialists to teach 
religion in the high schools 
and urging educators to 
develop programs of religious 
education for the primary and 
junior high school grades, So 
important a matter ought not 
to be swept under the carpet,

clarifies high school matters 


The Board of the Sturgeon 
School Division No, 24 wish 
to present some facts to 
clarify certainschool matters 
of local interest and concern: 


1, The Board with the appro- 
val of the Minister of Educ- 
ation has concluded tuition 
agreements this past year 
with the following shool sys- 
tems: Edmonton Public, Ed- 
monton Separate, St, Albert 
Public, St, Albert Separate, 
Westlock School Division and 
Legal S.D, #1738, The agree- 
ments provide for the educa= 
tion of specified students, 


2, There has been a tuition 
agreement, also approved by 
the Minister, in effect with 
Thibault Roman Catholic Pub- 
lic S,D, No, 35, in Morinville 
since September 1961, to 
educate divisional high school 
students from the Cunningham 
School attendance area; and 
since 1964 to educate Grade 
9 students and to provide the 
Advanced French Course to 
certain specified students in 
Grades 1 to 8 inclusive, from 
the same attendance area, 


3, The Divisional Board has 
operated and will continue to 
operate the Cunningham 
School in Morinville, Grades 
1 to 8 


4, All schools in the Divi- 
sion are public schools and, 
as such, are open to all div- 
isional pupils of all faiths, 
and to non-divisional students 
for whom there is a tuition 
agreement with another 
school authority, 


5, School systems which are 
able to operate under the 
School Foundation Program 
without a supplementary req- 
uisition, normally do not 
charge a tuition fee, A small 
district might be able to oper-

..l. believe that one test per 


year is sufficient if proper 
testing stations were set up, 
Vancouver requires two 
checks per year and has oper= 
ated a modern testing station 
for over ten years, One can 
get through the test in just 
under ten minutes so there 
is little inconvenience to the 
motoring public, 

In the second place, we must 
have a fool-proof system of 
compulsory public liability,

rum and brandy were sold or bartered by the

We had no soap, but we madelapotash from 
fats or grease with ashes lye, We used it for 
our toilet and washing soap, Perhaps it was 
rather hard for the delicate skin, butitwas as 
good as any soap | have used, Some of us still 


use la potash to this day. 


No brooms were to be had at the store, We 
made them out of a certain kind of willow, We 
chose the long taper kind, These sticks were 

_ taken from the tops, about two feet long, About 
100 of these would be tied together around a 
four-foot smooth stick - this was the broom 
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ALL PURPOSE MOSS 


Moss was pulled up in the fall, after haying, 
Little spruce trees were cut halfway, about two 
feet from the ground, the upper part pushed 
down, and we put our moss on top of this sort 
of rack, where it would dry before winter set 
in, It was hauled in as needed, Moss was a 


household necessity. We raised our babies 
with it, We stuffed itinmoss bags in which our 


babies were laced up. We did not.use any 
diapers, We used moss to wipe floors after 
scrubbing them, 

We cultivated our land - an acre or two - 
with a ten-inch plow, An ox would be trained 


to pull it, The ox was used in around the place 


and for hauling hay, but the ponies were used 
for fast travelling, as going to weddings and 
dances, and, in case of sickness, to get the 
priest, When plowing was done, a wooden 
harrow was then dragged on the plowed land, 
usually a boy leading the horses, The seeds

back the same year, Three 
of us (including my wife) in 
my family have our certif- 
icates from the Hunter Train- 
ing-Program, This is an 
excellent program, Instruc-. 
tors are available and I would 
only be pleased to arrange to 
have these men come to any 
community in this constitu- 
ency.

After the hunts were over, some people went 
down to Morley or Man-a-chap-pan-nihh 
(meaning ‘‘where the bows were taken’’), This 
is how Bow River got its name, whichis wrong 
Bow River in Indian is ‘‘ Ask-ka-we~see pee,”’ 
which means ‘‘Don’t-freeze-over-river;”’ this

We bartered our furs at the H, B, Co, Usually 
the, Company advanced a settler with credit 
after haying, and on through the year until the 
trapper brought in his catch, Often the fur would 
more than pay the debt the settler owed and the 
Store would owe him, He would draw this, off 
and on, As there was no money, this transaction 
was called ‘‘Fur’’, So much fur for this, and so 
much fur for the other article, Later on, when 
the Indian Commissioners came to pay Treaty 
Money, (late seventies), money began to cir= 
culate, It seemed more confusing to deal in 
money when one was accustomed to barter, 

I have heard of some Indians trading a usedg 
five-dollar bill for a brand new dollar bill, 

We used to see Battle River people, off and : 
on, Since they were Metis of French extraction 
like us, good fellowship prevailed, and some 
marriages took place, We did not come in > 
contact with the Metis at Victoria; their beingof 
Anglo-Saxon descent and of adifferent denom- 
ination, no visits, to my knowledge, were ever
